Israeli Soldiers Kill 
Arab Guerrillas in 
Heavy Ground Action 


TEL AVTV (AP) — Israeli 


soldiers killed 21 Arab guerrillas 
Sunday "night in a battle in the 
northern Jordan valley, an 
Israeli military spokesman said 
today. It was the largest death 
toll in a ground action since the 
end of the 1967 war. 


The spokesman said there 


were no Israeli casualties in the 
fight. 


The guerrillas apparently 


infiltrated from Jordan. They 
ran into an Israeli patrsl near 
the paramilitary settlement of 
Mahal Mehola, the spokesman 
said. Weapons, ammunition and 
sabotage material were found at 
the site of the clash, he added. 


A Jordanian spokesman in 


Amman said two Jordanian 
civilians and five Israelis were 
killed or wounded Sunday in an 
artillery exchange at Wadi 
Elyabis, in the northern Jordan 
Valley. In another artillery duel 
in the valley's Kuraimah sector, 
there were 
no 
Jordanian 


casualties. 


The Israeli command also 


reported a number of shells 
were fired from Lebanon at two 
Israeli border settlements in 
northern Galilee.

Top Republican leaders in 


Texas, including Rep. George 
Bush who is the GOP senatorial 
candidate, said before the 
primary last Saturday 
they 


expected to have a more dif- 
ficult time defeating Yar- 
borough than his conservative 
challenger, former Rep. Lloyd 
Bentsen Jr. 


The reason is that previous 


Republican victories in Texas, 
primarily the two triumphs of 
Sen.

The Agriculture Department 


surveyed diets of 15,000 persons 
one day in 1865. It found that 23 
per cent of boys 12 to 14, and 38 
per cent of women and girls 9 to 
54 received less than recom- 
mended allowances of iron. 
White and the Agriculture 
Department both found these 
conditions especially affected 
the poor. 


One irony of iron deficiency is 


that as the nation's technology 
advances, the iron content of the 
diet diminishes. 


Because iron speeds oxidation 


and thus food spoilage — 
processors have become in- 
creasingly 
efficient 
at 


eliminating iron from food. 


Bleaching and processing 


bread flour, for instance, 
reduces its iron content by more 


than two-thirds. 


The primary sources of iron 


are bread and meat. 


Little can be done to enrich the 


iron content of meat. That's one 
reason the Fcnxi and Drug 
Administration, at the urging of 
the 
National Academy of 


Sciences and the baking and 
milling industry, has proposed 
that the amount of iron added to 
enriched bread and flour be 
tripled. 


The food and Nutrition Board 


of the. National Academy of 
Sciences has also proposed 
enrichment for cereal grains, 
but no action has been taken on 
these proposals.

Each work day, tens of 
thousands of research scien- 
titsts walk willingly 
into 
laboratories where they study 
exotic, sometimes dangerous, 
often deadly viruses and bac­ 
teria. 
“We wash our hands a lot,” 
said Dr. Richard Finkelstein, a 
microbiologist at Southwestern 
Medical School, University of 
Texas in Dallas. 
But Finkelstein expressed 
little concern that he might 
contract cholera, the fearsome 
disease he studies 
“If you worried about it all the 
time,” said Norman Barratt, a 
research associate at the Texas 
school, “you’d end up in the 
insane asylum.” 
However, these and other 
researchers working at this 
frontier of rmtdical science also 
expressed a “healthy respect” 
for the dangers of working so 
closely with such hazardous 
substances. 
These dangers were ac­ 


centuated with the report last 
February of the deaths of three 
persons, including a Yale 
University laboratory worker, 
who were infected with Lassa 
fever, a highly virulent virus 
found in Nigeria. 
Despite this, many scientists 
interviewed on the subject by 
the Associated Press minimuzed 
the 
risks. 
Sophisticated 
laboratory equipment and, if 
needed, potent drugs and an­ 
titoxins, help mitigate any fears. 
The leading authority on 
laboratory-acquired infections, 
Dr. S. Edward Sulkin, a 
virologist, says the number of 
persons who work with agents 
which might potentially cause 
them to be ill or die is not known. 
Sulkin is professor 
and 
chairman of the department of 
microbiology at the South­ 
western Medical School and, 
with a colleague, Dr. Robert M. 
Pike, conducted the first survey 
of 
laboratory-acquired 
in­ 
fections 
in 
1949 
with 
a 
questionnaire sent to nearly 
5,000 laboratories in the United 


States. 
He estimated in 1951 that there 
were about 121,000 scientists and 
others working in laboratories 
where they might become ill if 
proper caution were not exer­ 
cised. 
Now, he said, he has no 
estimate of the number because 
“there has been a virus ex­ 
plosion” since then, with the 
discovery of new ones and a 
consequent increase in scientific 
interest in studying these 
viruses. 
Persons who might be exposed 
include not only the scientists 
directing the research projects 
but 
their 
technical 
and 
professional aides and the dish­ 
washers who clean the equip­ 
ment, 
janitorial 
help, 
v e t e r i n a r i a n s , 
a n i m a l 
caretakers, students and office 
workers. 
Pike, 
professor 
of 
microbiology, said 20 to 30 per 
cent of laboratory-acquired 
infections result from known 
accidents and the cause of the 
rest is unknown.

And 
all come under the common 
heading of "permissiveness,"an 
insideous thing that some 
sociologists say might even- 
tually lead to the end of man ss a 
species. 


There is a parallel between 


man and the animal kingdom 
and in the matter of per- 
missiveness, man might well 
look to and emulate his less- 
developed cousins. . . if he 
would survive. 


You don't find much per- 


missiveness in the animal world 
where a hostile environment 
demands harsh discipline for 
survival. Old -fashioned ways of 
upbringing have kept mammals 
going for some 70 million years. 
It is nothing short of conceit for 
the Homo Sapien— youngest of 
the mammals — to imagine he 
can survive without discipline. 


PARENTAL DISCIPLINE in 


the animal world is a marvel to 
observe. These creatures sur- 
vive through the knowledgeable 
use of instinct passed down to 
them 
through 
countless 


generations — an instinct that 
remains even after an animal is 
living within the safety of a zoo. 


You see young monkeys and 


baboons being chastized by 
parents who, unlearned in the 
ways of child psychology, often 
turn the youngsters across their 
knees and paddle them — much 
as human beings once did in the 
olden days. It is amazing how 
many animals clout their young 
— from hippos to grizzly bears. 
Others enforce discipline by 
biting or shaking. 


The despised jackal is a most 


conscientious mother and will 
defend her young to death 
against hopeless odds. She 
spends most of her waking hours 
teaching her young to survive 
where nearly every hand is 
against them. 


A strict disciplinarian, the 


jackal mother uses her sharp 
teeth to keep junior in line, 
knowing instinctively from 
generations of experience that 
the jackal must be a solitary 
animal to survive. When the 
cubs reach maturity, the mother 
takes them far from home. And 
when their attention is directed 
elsewhere, she whirls and runs 
— leaving them for the rest of 
their lives to fend for them- 
selves. 


IS THERE £. lesson here for 


the human parent and child? 
Parents of the wild have to be 
tough and insist on toughness 
and self-sufficiency in their 
young. Their "cruelness"' is, in 
reality, a "kindness," just as 
many parents might have in- 
stinctively known when wielding 
the strap. 


The mother otter knows her 


young must swim to survive — 
and she teaches them. Patiently, 
she shows junior how it's done 
before she insists he take the 
plunge. He rides on her stomach 
while she paddles on her back. 
Then suddenly she submerges 
and junior is on his own — he 
becomes a swimmer. 


An eagle stows a bit of juicy 


carcass on a ledge across from 
her nest of young. The young, 
having been starved for this 
event, see the carcass, mouths 
waterisig. !n their excitement, 
they fall and frantically spread 
their wings — and fly. 


The zebra within a few hours 


after birth must keep up with the 
herd if he is to survive. While 
mother lions may bring meat to 
their young in a cave, the baby 
zebra must be on his fee and 
ready to move quickly — 01 die. 
And the zebra parents see that 
junior does what is expected of 
him — by shouldering, bumping 
and nipping his tender hide. 


WHERE IN all this is there 


room for permissiveness' It is 
no argument to say that man's 
intelligence makes the ex- 
ception. Intelligence is not 
strong enough to counter the 
lessons taught by experience 
and 
knowledge, 
instictive 


though it may be. 


From a strictly biological 


point of view, permissiveness is 
"out" in the animal kingdom 
and its prevelence in the human 
society might be a" dire threat. 
The animal record of survival is 
a long one and there is no place 
in that record that even suggests 
permissiveness 
could 
be 


tolerated. 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) — A

In has been done before in 


water up to 200 feet deep, but 
never attempted in 15,000 feet of 
ocean, said Kenneth E. Brunot, 
project manager. 


The 15-hour re-entry operation 


is essential to the project goal of 
sampling the full sequence of

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The Douglas Case 


(FROM THE WOODLAND DAILY DEMOCRAT) 


Justice William O. Douglas has written a book in which he 
compares today’s “establishment” with tyrannical King George 
III, and in which he warns that a continuation of the old king’s 
tactics would justify “revolution.” 


His analogy is a bit extreme, but to impeach Douglas for it is 
precisely how George HT would have responded. The Supreme 
Court is the branch of our government most responsible for 
protecting our rights under the Constitution. How ominous for' 
democracy if Congress impeaches a member of that very court for 
practicing his right to speak and to think independently! 


Douglas wrote an article about folksongs and it was published 
in “Evergreen,” an off-beat magazine. 


House Minority Leader Gerald Ford’s pious indignation over 
that piece would be almost comic if it weren’t presented in such a 
frightening aura of hatred and vindictiveness. 


Douglas, has been wrong and indiscreet in accepting a salary 
from a foundation with gambling ties. He showed bad judgment in 
writing for a publisher entangled in legal cases (one of which later 
reached the Supreme Court). 


But impeachment, which would threaten the constitutionally 
vital independence of the court, is not the answer.

“Someone is going to get 
killed out there,” controller 
John B. Saxman, Jr., warned 
FAA officials in a written report 
on Nov. 4, 1909. “Why doesn’t 
someone do something to rectify 
the situation?” 
Five months later, the tragedy 
occurred exactly as Saxman had 
warned it would. A T-39 Air 
Force Sabreliner, returning to 
Langley Field with four airmen 
aboard, appeared on the radar 
map over Weldon, N.C. The T- 
39, flying blind through clouds, 
needed constant surveillance. 
Suddenly, the blip showing the 
T-39 ominously vanished from 
the radar screen. The radar had 
failed to show a TA-4 Navy jet 
trainer, with two men aboard, 
on a collision course. All six men 
were killed. 
Two days later, the man who 
had forseen the tragedy was 
hastily transferred from the job 
he had held for 12 years. Sax­ 
man was an air controller at the 
Washington Air Route Traffic 
Control Center at Leesburg, Va., 
which directs the air traffic over 
the jam-packed, north-south 
skyways. 


What is needed is a stiff code of conduct providing for complete 
financial disclosure and prohibiting any outside income by judges 
or any other government officials, including congressmen.

4-F Marine Dies In 
Boot Camp After Drill 


LAKE WORTH, Fla (AP) - 
For four years George Girot was 
4-F in the draft with a rheumatic 
heart and a crippled hand. 
Twelve days after he received a 
l-A rating in a new physical 
examination he dropped dead of 
a heart attack at a Marine Corps 
boot camp. 
Girot, a Marine for six days, 
was to be buried today. 
The handsome 22-year-old 
youth joined the Marines after 
he voluntarily took the new 
physical, passed it and became 
eligible for the draft. 
His mother, Elizabeth Girot, 
said he took the examination 
after four years of being unfit 
for military service. He wanted 
to learn a trade and figured the 
Marines would give him the best 
chance. 
He did not detail his medical 
history on Marine forms at the 
Parris Island, S. C., training 
camp, authorities said. 
His death has sparked an 
investigation by Rep. Paul G. 
Rogers, D-Fla 
“Something like this should 
not happen again,’’ Rogers said. 
Girot became l-A April 17. He 
then enlisted,and shipped out for 
boot camp April 24 
“He told me he wanted to go 
into the Marine Carps rather 


than be drafted," his widowed 
mother said. “He couldn’t do 
many push-ups, he couldn’t even 
jog around the block without 
getting out of breath.’’ 
The young soldier spent his 
first three days at Parris Island 
in routine processing. Last 
Wednesday was his first day of 
basic training, and he did push­ 
ups and sit-ups with the rest of 
his training company. 
On the way back to his 
barracks he collapsed and died 
d e sp ite 
m outh-to-m outh 
resuscitation 
and 
heart 
massage, the Marine Corps 
said. 
Mrs. Girot said she later 
received a letter from her son, 
mailed the day before he died in 
which he complained of feeling 
sick when he participated in 
regular morning drills. 
“When he cbmplained, he was 
told to get back in line,’’ she 
said “AH they want is a warm 
body. They don't listen to the 
kids today 
We can’t bring 
Georgie back, but maybe we can 
save some other boys.” 
Capt. M R Arnold, a Marine 
spokesman at Parris Island, 
said the husky youth had not 
complained about his treatment 
and had not mentioned hts 
disabilities
